Paper  money  is  an  invention  of  the  Chineese  and  though 
the  date  of  119  B.C.  has  been  put  forward,  the  innovation 
is  believed  to  date  from  the  T'ang  dynasty  of  the  seventh 
centuary  A.D.  The  world's  earliest  bank  notes  were  iss¬ 
ued  by  the  Stockholms  Banco,  Sweden,  in  July  1661. 


Colonial  Currency  of 
New  Jersey 

by  Aksel  J.  Hansen 

I  would  imagine  that  the  average  person,  undoubtedly,  has 
never  seen  one  of  these  little  brown  bills  or  is  even  aware 
of  their  very  existence.  Scarcity  or  rarity  not  withstand¬ 
ing,  there  is  probably  no  other  issue  of  paper  money  that 
is  as  closely  associated  with  the  violent  birth  of  a  nation 
as  the  colonial  currencies.  From  an  historical  standpoint, 
this  issue  reflects  an  interesting  era  in  the  struggle  for 
freedom  by  the  small  colony  of  "Nova  Caesarea". 

The  first  bank  in  America  is  said  to  have  been  operated  by 
Mark  Newbie  in  his  home  near  Cambden,  New  Jersey.  In  May 
1682,  Newbie  became  a  member  of  the  New  Jersey  General 
Assembly.  He  convinced  the  Assembly  that  a  hoard  of  copper 
coins  that  he  had  brought  from  Ireland  should  be  used  as  a 
means  of  relieving  the  coin  shortage,  using  his  300  acre 
farm  as  security.  His  coins  became  the  first  legal  issue 
of  currency  in  New  Jersey  and  his  bank  prospered  as  the 
people  learned  to  trust  his  banking  methods.  His  charter, 
dated  May  18,  1682  reads:  "For  the  convenient  payment  of 
small  sums,  be  it  enacted  that  Mark  Newbie's  half-pence, 
from  and  after  the  Eighteenth  instant,  pass  for  half-pence 
current  pay  of  the  province,  provided  he,  Mark  Newbie,  his 
executors  and  administrators  shall  and  will  exchange  the 
said  half-pence  for  pay  equivalent  on  demand;  and  provide 
also  that  no  person  or  persons  hereby  be  obligated  to  take 
more  than  five  shillings  in  any  one  payment." 

At  the  beginning  of  the  18th  century,  the  finances  of  the 
young  colony.  New  Jersey,  were  in  complete  chaos.  England 
was  about  bankrupt  at  this  time  and  even  though  a  new 
coinage  did  give  some  relief  to  the  Crown,  there  were  no 
benefits  felt  in  the  colonies. 

The  first  paper  money  of  New  Jersey,  in  1709,  was  known  as 
the  "Canada  Expedition  Money"  and  was  issued  to  finance  the 
sending  of  a  force  of  men  and  equipment  to  help  attack  Mont¬ 
real.  This  money  was  actually  bills  of  credit,  in  the 
amount  of  3000  pounds,  to  be  paid  off  later  by  taxes  and  to 
be  used  as  legal  tender  in  the  meantime. 

When  the  Crown  commissioned  Governor  Burnet  in  1721,  one  of 
his  orders  was  not  to  allow  any  paper  money  emissions  unless 
they  were  for  the  aid  of  the  Government  in  England.  As  the 
need  for  more  monies  became  evident,  and  finally  necessary, 
bills  of  credit  were  issued.  In  1723  the  first  Land  office 
was  erected  and  40,000  pounds  was  issued  in  bills  of  credit, 
to  carry  5%  interest,  to  be  paid  annually,  along  with  one- 
twelfth  of  the  principal.  As  the  years  passed,  the  demand 
for  paper  money  increased  and  there  were  a  number  of  emissions 
allowed  by  the  Crown,  for  various  reasons.  (nmUnurd  m  the  nm  pagr) 


In  1770,  the  Assembly  sent  another  bill  to  England  for  approval. 
This  emission  was  to  be  secured  by  loans  on  real  estate  at 
double  the  value  of  the  loan.  The  king  turned  down  the  bill, 
much  to  the  disappointment  of  the  Colonists,  because  of  a 
supposed  violation  of  the  Parliamentary  Act  of  1764.  For  the 
next  four  years  there  was  a  growing  resentment  against  the 
Crown  and  an  increase  in  the  talk  of  rebellion.  In  order  to 
appease  the  Colonists,  the  King  approved  a  resolution  of  the 
Provincial  Convention  on  March  11,  1774  to  an  emission  of 
100,000  pounds  with  25,000  pounds  being  added  later.  These 
notes  were  all  dated  March  25,  1776. 

The  signatures  of  many  famous  men,  or  rather  men  who  were  tc 
become  famous  for  their  part  in  the  War  for  Independence,  ca. 
be  found  on  the  various  Colonial  Currencies.  The  signers  of 
the  issue  of  March  25,  1776  were  John  Jonhston,  Robert  Smith- 
Jonathan  Deare,  Richard  and  Joseph  Smith,  John  Hart  and  J, 

Sturm  Jr.  I  have  notes  in  my  collection  bearing  the  signat¬ 
ures  of  all  these  men. 

John  Hart,  a  farmer,  scantily  educated,  but  strong  in  common 
sense  and  patriotism,  was  one  of  five  delegates  sent  to  the 
Continental  Congress  from  New  Jersey.  He  also  was  a  signer 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.  John  Hart,  because  of 
his  zeal  for  freedom,  was  hunted  by  the  Loyalists  and  had  to 
flee  his  home  until  the  Hessians  finally  surrendered  at 
Trenton.  Robert  Smith  was  a  member  of  a  committee  that  con- 
fisticated  land  from  anyone  who  aided  the  British  Army  in  any 
way.  Jonathan  Deare  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Congress 
and  an  active  man  in  Local  government.  This  issue  was  printed 
by  Isaac  Collins  and  this  fact  is  so  stated  on  the  reverse  of 
each  note.  Isaac  Collins,  'Printer  to  the  King,'  produced  the 
state's  first  paper.  It  was  called  the  New  Jersey  Gazette  and 
was  a  single  folio  sheet,  9  by  14  inches,  4  columns  to  the 
page.  Collins'  Gazette  was  first  printed  on  December  5,  1777 
and  expired  in  1786.  The  sage  leaf  design  used  on  the  reverse 
of  this  issue  was  reporduced  through  a  method  developed  by 
Benjamin  Franklin.  His  method  consisted  of  reproducing  the 
leaf  design  from  the  object  itself  in  order  to  deter  counter¬ 
feiters.  Each  bill  is  watermarked  'New  Jersey'  and  each 
reverse  carries  the  words  'To  Counterfeit  is  Death' . 

The  collecting  and  study  of  Colonial  Currency  has  been  very 
rewarding  to  me  for  many  reasons;  the  unique  designs,  the 
historical  and  educational  information,  the  signatures  of 
famous  men  and  the  direct  link  to  the  birth  of  this  great  nation.

The  origin  of  the  dollar  sign  has  been  variously  accounted  for, 
with  perhaps  the  most  widely  accepted  explanation  being  that  it 
is  the  result  of  evolution,  independently  in  different  places, 
of  the  Mexican  or  Spanish  "P's"  for  pesos,  or  peastres,  or 
pieces  of  eight.

CONCLUSION 

PAPER  ACCOUNTABILITY 

Every  sheet  of  distinctive  currency  paper  requisitioned  for 
printing  must  be  accounted  for.  Sheets  or  notes  which  are 
found  to  be  imperfect  are  canceled,  scheduled,  and  delivered 
to  a  control  point  for  verification  and  subsequent  delivery 
to  a  Destruction  Committee,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
bureau  of  the  Public  Debt,  for  final  disposition.  All  def¬ 
ective  notes  are  burned  in  an  incinerator.  Accountability 
is  maintained  over  each  operating  section  of  the  Bureau  by 
means  of  a  system  of  internal  checks.  Distinctive  currency 
paper  (32-subject)  is  counted  10  times  from  its  receipt  as 
blank  sheets  until  it  is  delivered  as  finished  notes  to  the 
vaults.  United  States  notes  and  silver  certificates  are 
delivered  to  a  vault  under  the  supervision  of  the  Treasurer 
of  the  United  States.  Federal  Reserve  notes  are  delivered 
to  a  Federal  Reserve  vault  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Comptroller  of  the  currency. 

CURRENCY  WET  PRINTING 

The  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing  still  prints  some  paper 
currency  by  the  wet  intaglio  process  in  sheets  of  18  notes 
(or  subjects)  on  4-plate  sheet-fed  flatbed  intaglio  printing 
presses.  The  paper  used  in  printing  currency  on  the  flatbed 
presses  is  furnished  by  the  paper  contractor  in  mell-wet 
condition  ready  for  printing  when  delivered  to  the  Bureau. 

This  moistened  paper  is  issued  to  plate  printers  for  printing 
the  backs  of  the  notes  first,  after  whcih  the  sheets  of 
printed  backs  are  stored  over-night  in  a  humidor  preparatory 
to  the  face  printing  by  the  same  process  on  the  following  day. 

The  printed  sheets  are  later  put  through  a  sizing  solution 
and  hydraulically  pressed.  Then  the  margins  are  trimmed  from 
the  four  sides  of  each  sheet  in  one  operation  on  specially- 
designed  trimming  machines,  and  the  backs  and  faces  of  the 
trimmed  sheets  are  examined  for  imperfections. 

The  method  of  overprinting  18-subject  wet  printed  currency 
is  the  Scime  as  for  32-subject  dry  printed  currency  after  which 
the  sheets  are  separated  into  individual  notes.  As  previously 
described  the  imperfect  notes  are  removed  and  replaced  with 
"star"  notes  and  the  currency  is  securely  banded  and  wrapped 
for  delivery  to  the  vaults.

Applications  received  after  11:00  am  on  the  opening  day  of  the 
convention  may  be  declined  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman. 
ELIGIBILITY  OF  EXHIBITS. 

Exhibits  must  consist  only  of  items  which  are  the  exclusive 
property  of  the  exhibitor. 

Any  material  in  a  display  which  is  not  genuine  must  be 
identifies  as  such,  so  as  to  not  leave  any  doubt  in  the  viewers 
mind. 

Any  exhibitor  taking  a  first  prize  in  this  show  in  a 
specific  category  may  not  exhibit  the  same  material  compet¬ 
itively  in  that  category  at  the  next  N.N.A.  sponsored  show. 

No  single  exhibit  may  be  entered  in  more  than  one  class¬ 
ification.  However,  each  exhibitor  may  enter  more  than  one 
exhibit,  provided  each  is  in  a  different  classification. 

The  exhibit  area  provided  for  any  competitive  exhibits 
shall  not  exceed  that  of  two  standard  A.N.A.  cases  (18"x30"). 
This  rule  holds  whether  or  not  the  exhibitor  furnishes  his 
own  cases  or  frames,  or  a  portion  thereof.  Special  arrangements 
may  be  made  with  the  Exhibit  Chairman  if  space  is  available 
for  larger  exhibits,  but  larger  ones,  may  be  excluded  from 
competition  at  the  discretion  of  the  Exhibit  Chairman. 

No  exhibitor  may  exhibit  any  non-competitive  case  in  an 
area  adjacent  to  that  in  which  he  displays  any  competitive  case. 

All  exhibits  must  be  placed  by  11:00  AM  on  the  opening  day 
of  the  convention  and  must  remain  on  display  until  5:00  PM  on 
the  closing  day  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Chairman. 

No  previous  awards  or  the  name  of  the  exhibitor  may  be 
shown  in  or  with  an  exhibit. 

ASSIGNMENT  OF  CASES. 

The  N.N.A.  will  furnish  cases,  but  any  exhibitor  may  use 
his  own  cases  or  frames,  subject  to  the  maximum  limitation  of 
space  (approximately  6'  of  table  by  20"  deep)  and  further  that 
the  cases  or  frames  furnished  by  the  exhibitor  shall  be  so 
constructed  that  the  contents  are  secure  from  theft.  Cases 
will  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  receipt  of  exhibit  applications 
the  number  of  cases  to  be  allotted  to  the  exhibitor  and  the 
space  available  being  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Chairman. 
IDENTIFICATION  OF  EXHIBITS. 

Each  individual  exhibit  will  be  assigned  a  number  by  the 
Exhibit  Chairman,  who  shall  cause  an  identification  card  to 
be  placed  in  or  on  each  exhibit  case.  This  card  will  indicate 
the  number  of  the  exhibitor,  the  classification  number,  the 
case  number,  and  the  number  of  cases  in  that  specific  exhibit.

The  Chairman  will  keep  a  record  for  each  exhibit,  showing  the 
information  contained  on  the  cards  and  the  name  of  the 
exhibitor.  This  information  will  not  be  disclosed  to  the 
judges  prior  to  the  completion  of  the  judging  of  the  exhibits. 
SECURITY. 

Appropriate  security  measures  and  protection  will  be 
taken  and  proveded  by  the  N.N.A.,  however,  no  liability  shall 
be  attached  to  the  N.N.A.  or  to  the  host  club,  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  these  organization,  either  in  their  official 
or  individual  capacities,  due  to  the  theft  of,  loss  of,  or 
damage  to  any  material  placed  on  exhibit. 

EXHIBIT  CLASSIFICATION. 

All  exhibits  shall  be  entered  in  one  of  the  following; 

1.  United  States  Coins 

2.  Coins  prior  to  1500  A.D. 

3.  Foreign  Coins  from  1500  A.D. 

4.  All  paper  money 

5.  Miscellaneous  and  Specialized 

6.  Non-Competitive 

Classification  5  shall  include  all  items  not  covered  in  number 
1  through  4,  such  as  medals,  etc.  Gold  coins  are  included  in 
classification  numbers  1-3.  Existing  classes  may  be  altered  by 
the  addition  or  deletion  of  classes  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Exhibit  Chairman,  but  such  alterations  shall  be  made  known  in 
advance  of  the  convention. 

AWARDS . 

Exhibits  entered  in  competition  will  be  judged  by  a 
committee  of  three  or  more  judges.  Unless  the  lack  of  comp- 
etion  in  any  classification  does  not  warrant  them,  first, 
second  and  third  place  awards  will  be  made  in  each  class.  A 
Best-of-Show  award  is  to  be  given  and  will  be  determined  by 
the  judges  as  to  which  exhibit  is  the  best  overall  exhibit. 

In  addition,  an  award  will  be  given  to  the  best  Junior  Exhibit 
and  to  the  most  Educational  Exhibit.  The  Best  Junior  and 
Most  Educational  awards  must  go  to  N.N.A.  members,  as  these 
are  special  awards  honoring  deceased  members  of  the  N.N.A. 

No  exhibit  will  receive  more  than  one  award. 

JUDGES. 

Exhibits  will  be  judged  on  a  point  basis,  the  points 
being  determined  by  each  judge,  independently,  using  the 
following  talbe  as  a  maximum  standard:

Suitable  awards  for  first,  second  and  third  places  will  be 
provided  in  each  exhibit  class,  for  the  Best-of  Show,  Best 
Junior  and  Most  Educational  Exhibits.  However,  awards  will 
not  be  given  by  virtue  of  being  the  only  exhibit  in  a  given 
classification.  Each  award  winner  must  receive  at  least  51 
points  by  each  judge  to  be  eligible  for  an  award,  even  though 
it  is  the  only  exhibit  in  that  classification.
